neceiſfirared unro change of government is of like nature. And as 
che genius or knmorofa familymay be one thing in irſelf, and 
vponthis occaſion ſeem another , ſothe humor or genjus of a peo- 
ple, be it thar chey were never ſo weaty or impatient of che incu- 
rable inconveniencies of theirlat houſe or Govzromenc, yet upan 
queſtionof removal-nnto # new one, they conteive 4 kind of ab- 
hotrency , they bemoan rhemſelves/as ir were of exile trom their 
native ſoil.
